DISNEYLAND 
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PLANTS ON DISPLAY 


"What kind of flower is that?" is a question 
frequently heard by gardeners at WALT DISNEY 
WORLD. To increase all cast members knowledge 
of which annuals are being used at EPCOT Center, 
in order to more accurately answer these guest 
questions, the EPCOT Center gardeners have 
created a labeled display bed. 

The display bed is a large raised rectangular 
planter, located at the entrance of the World 
Premiere Cafe, an employee cafeteria, at EPCOT 
Center. 

Each annual variety has a label giving the 
botanical name, common name, varietal name, 
where the plant is located, and in the case of 
kalanchoe, even the pronounciation. To date, 
we've had as many as 52 different varieties of 
plants displayed at one time. 

Recently we've added a few flowering shrubs 
that are commonly asked about such as allamanda 
and ixora. 

So far, comments on the display bed have 
been favorable, with many cast members "window 
shopping" for plants for home use. One gardening 
minded cast member was even spotted taking 


notes.

GM REQUESTS LIGHTING CHANGE 


November was a very busy month for the 
crews in East CommuniCore and our arborists at 
EPCOT. Center; General Motors Corporation 
requested backlighting of the trees at The World 
of Motion to better light the building. This 
change involved the removal of all 18 Liquidambar 
styraciflua skirting the building. They were dug 
out and planted at various bus stops around the 
back of The World Showcase. 

Replacing the sweetgums are 18 large 
Magnolia grandiflora 'Shady Grove #4' from South 
Carolina. The removal and installation involved 
shuffling several hundred shrubs also. 

Good planning was the key to the smooth 
operation of the project, thanks to the gardeners 
at The World of Motion and Horizons as well as 
Floyd Martinez and his arborists. Thanks again 
for a job well done.

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SYSTEMIC ROSE AND FLOWER CARE 


Ortho Systemic Rose and Flower Care (8-12-4) 
is becoming a widely used and accepted fertilizer 
for our roses, as well as a few other crops. It 
gives us a real boost in quality foliage and blooms. 

But a word of caution is advised on two 
counts. First, as the label suggests, this product 
includes a systemic insecticide. We should all 
know and remember that it is against federal 
regulations to use this product in any manner that 
is inconsistant with it's label. This makes it 
virtually impossible to use the product properly 
and effectively unless we read and understand the 
label. We believe that we have seen phytotoxicity 
due to over application of this product. The Pest 
Control “department 15 currently. trying to 
duplicate the phytotoxicity responses seen in the 
field in potted roses at the nursery and will be 
sharing those results with landscape supervision in 
the near future. But in the meantime, make Sure 
you read the entire label, apply only the 
recommended amounts, and use the small plastic 
measuring cup that ¡is provided with each 
container. 

Secondly, although this product has only one 
percent pesticide (Di-Syston) and is labeled for use 
by home owners, it is wise to remember that it is 
a pesticide and should be used with caution. My 
suggestion is that it always be used with gloves 
and that you ask your supervisor to supply you 
with a pesticide respirator when making an 
application.
